Last Saturday night at about eleven
o'clock a murder was comtnittod the
Becond within the space of a few

weeks in the Saloon of John N.
8chnrid,Gcfiesc6 Street 'in this city,
under circumstances as near? as we
havo been able to ascertain eubstnn-tial- y

''as followst
John McMillan part owner and lato

Captain of the tug Fanny White, a
man about thirty-fiv- o years old, who
has a wife and six children residing in
Port Huron, having been drinking
freely during the nftor noon elsew hero,

brought up at Schmit's Saloon in the
evoning in company with eeveral com-

panions,' ordered refreshments which'
were eaten, got into an altercation
with Schmit about the bill, blows
followed and ho was put out doors, he
returned once or twice, when Goorge

Froy,
" a cabinet maker in Henry

Schwartz employ, lately from Syra-

cuse N. Y., where ho leaves a wife

and six children; interfered ' apparent-

ly with tho intent of frightening Mc-

Millan into a inoro quiet mood. Ho
had desisted from tho attempt how-

ever, and was standing against tho
pigoon-hol- o tablo in the corner when
McMillan who was in tho door-wa- y,

drew a Colt's rovolver and 6hot him,
the ball passing through a portion of

tho flesh on tho under 6ido of the left
arm about midway between tho arm-

pit and elbow, entering tho body and

passing entirely through tho lower

portion of tho left lung, from tho ef-

fects of which ho diod on Tuesday fol-

lowing.
Tho murderer immediately fled, but

ofllccrs were put on his track in all
directions and he was taken the after-

noon following, between Mt Morris
and Flint, and immediately returned
to this county and lodged in jail at
Saginaw City..
